HATE preacher Abu 
Hamza launched 
his bid to get out of 
jail yesterday. 

He wants terror con- 
victions overturned 
because a fair trial was 
made “impossible” by 
the delay in prosecuting 
him, a court heard. 


Edward Fitzgerald QC, 
representing the Islamic 
cleric in the Court of 
Appeal, said it had been 
unfair to put him on trial 
in 2006 for speeches made 
between 1997 and 2000. 

Hamza, 48, is challenging 
convictions for incitement 
to murder and race-hate 
offences. 

In February he was con- 
victed of 11 of the 15

charges he faced and was 
jailed for seven years. 

Mr Fitzgerald said that a 
“unique” series of subse- 
quent events, including 
the 9/11 attacks, the 7/7 
bombings in London and a 
campaign against him by 
the media and politicians 
had “prejudiced” his 
chances of a fair trial. 

Campaign 

He said Hamza was “sub- 
jected to a relentless cam- 
paign of adverse media 
publicity condemning him 
as a preacher of hate and 
inciter of violence and to 
public condemnation by 
political figures”. 

He said that there had 
been a “massive sea- 
change brought about by 


the series of events sub- 
sequent to the delivery of 
the sermons". 

A fair trial was impossi- 
ble “in the light of the 
delay in prosecuting him". 

The QC said: *Because of 
the delay ... the atmos- 
phere had been poisoned 
against him in a way that 
would not have happened 
had he been subjected to a 
timely prosecution." 

During Hamza's trial the 
prosecution said he was a 
recruiting sergeant for 
global terrorism. 

He was convicted of 
inciting followers to murder 
non-Muslims and Jews. He 
was also convicted of stir- 
ring racial hatred and hav- 
ing a terror “manual”. 

The case continues.

The price of holiday flights and 
petrol are set to soar as Tony Blair 
insisted people must be prepared to 
make sacrifices to prevent disaster. 

Ministers are planning hefty new 
taxes to avoid the global meltdown 
predicted by economist Sir Nicholas 
Stern unless action is taken now. 


Hated 


Charges to punish polluters could 
include the return of the hated fuel 
escalator — the annual petrol duty 
rises which sparked the 2000 fuel 
protests — and taxes worth 10p per 
litre. 

Other leaked measures proposed by 
Environment Secretary David 


Miliband include pay-per- 
mile road charges, along 
with scrapping cheap 
flights by pushing up air 
passenger duty and 
taxing aviation fuel. 

Mr Miliband also 
recommends taxes on 
energy-wasting domestic 
appliances and more 


household rubbish 
charges. 
Chancellor Gordon 


Brown, who commis- 
sioned the Stern Report, 
yesterday indicated he is 
prepared to raise stinging 
“green” taxes. 

Pledging Britain’s com- 
mitment to leading the 
bid to tackle global warm- 
ing, he said: “Tax of 
course has got a role to 
play, but it is not the only 
means by which we 
secure action.” 

Mr Blair also dropped 
heavy hints that Mr 
Miliband’s tax plans will 
be seriously considered. 

He said Britain would 
have to be “bolder at 
home” to play its part in 
an international effort to 
stop the global disaster 
forecast by Sir Nicholas. 

He added: “Investment 
now will pay us back 
many times in the future, 
not just environmentally 
but economically as well."

His new partner Ruth Beatson, 27, 
who is recovering in a general ward 
from the carbon monoxide poisoning 
from faulty heating, has been told.

They said new water boilers 
had been installed at the Louis 
Corcyra Hotel, in the resort of 
Gouvia, just two years ago and 
were checked regularly. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
stunned by the tragic event that 
occurred at our hotel. 

“We will co-operate fully with 
the authorities investigating 
this tragic incident in order to 
determine the exact causes.” 

The hotel’s maintenance man- 
ager, Petros Stoyannos, said he 


had checked the boiler two 
days before the tragedy after 
neighbouring holidaymakers 
complained they had no 
hot water. 

He found the pilot light had 
gone out, relit it and it appeared 
to be working normally. 


“| made a note for the boiler 
to be checked on a daily basis 
to confirm it was operating 
correctly,” he said. 

“This procedure was followed 
daily. Our equipment and 
installations are operated to 


the highest safety standards.” 
Natural gas has only recently 
arrived in Greece as a cheaper 
alternative to electricity. 

Panayotis Bramos, president 
of the Hotel Owners' Union of 
Corfu, said the tragedy was a 
*very unlucky and totally 
unpredictable event". 

He added: "This particular 
hotel is one of the best in 
Corfu. But this incident will 
probably have a negative effect 
on the Greek tourism industry. 

*We will have to wage a 
major battle to save Corfu's 
reputation."
